SHANGHAI, Jan. 29.—Japanese troops have been de­ 
feated in their attempt to capture the North Shanghai Rail­ 
way station after hours of desperate battling with Chinese 
regulars. 
This is the first reverse sustained by the Nipponese 
since the Sino-Japanese conflict broke out in Manchuria last 
September. 
Japanese marine headquarters admitted that the at­ 
tempt to capture the station, where fighting had been pro­ 
ceeding since 2 o’clock this morning, had been abandoned. 
Chinese machine-gunners maintained a desperate re­ 
sistance in the open place before the station which had been 
reduced to a blazing ruin by Japanese bombs. 
Japanese troops this afternoon were advancing west of 
the station and north of the international settlement boun­ 
dary iii an effort to squeeze out the Chinese defenders.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 29.—Japanese troops have been de­ 
feated in their attempt to capture the North Shanghai Rail­ 
way station after hours of desperate battling with Chinese 
regulars. 
This is the first reverse sustained by the Nipponese 
since the Sino-Japaneae conflict broke out in Manchuria last 
September. 
Japanese marine headquarters admitted that the at­ 
tempt to capture the station, where fighting had been pro­ 
ceeding since 2 o‘clock this morning, had been abandoned.

The recent death of Paul M. Warburg deprives the financial world 
of a figure it can ill afford to lose at this time. Throughout the whole I seems to^ be o. k. with 
the^H ays 
of a forceful and extended career, Mr. Warburg stood for sensible con­ 
servatism and sound financing. As a pioneer of the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System with which he was identified officially throughout two distinct 
periods, for a time being Deputy Governor of the board, he had a large 
pan in the upbuilding of that valuable institution and in the formula­ 
tion of its basic policies; and when, standing on the outside, he found 
occasion to criticize the manner in which Its affairs were managed, what 
he said was authoritative and had effect. 
Mi’. Warburg also was one of the first to advocate 
reorganization 
of Federal Government finance and the establishment of a budget sys­ 
tem, and his work in that direction was a factor which helped toward 
the introduction of businesslike methods in the management of mone­ 
tary affairs in Washington.

Tile recent death of Paul M. Warburg deprives the financial world 
of a figure It can ill afford to lose at this 
time. Throughout the whole seems to be o. k. with 
of a forceful and extended career, Mr. Warburg stood for sensible con­ 
servatism and sound financing. As a pioneer of the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System with which he was identified officially throughout two distinct 
periods, for a time being Deputy Governor of the board, he had a large 
pari, in the upbuilding of that valuable institution and in the formula­ 
tion of its basic policies; and when, standing on the outside, he found 
occasion to criticize the manner in which its affairs were managed, what 
he said was authoritative and had effect. 
Mr. Warburg also was one of the first to advocate reorganization 
of Federal Government finance and the establishment of a budget sys­ 
tem, and his work in that direction was a factor which helped toward 
the introduction of businesslike methods in the management of mone­ 
tary affairs in Washington.

CALLS 2,000 MILES FOR MOVIE JOB 


Attorney J. Carl Marshall was 
appointed receiver for the preser­ 
vation of assets and to protect 
creditors of the Yellow Springs 
Canning Co., Yellow Springs, as a 
result of a suit filed in Common 
Pleas Court by Gustave H. Hos- 
ket, 36 Potomac St., Dayton, who 
claims to have a one-fourth interest 
in the business.
